by II. R. Xiehol, acting fourth as-

BOXES BE PAINTED

Postmasters at the time of making 
the regular semiannual inspection of 
rural-delivery routes at their otliee, 
during the month of 
April, 
1923, 
and at the time of subsequent semi­ 
annual insi*ections, are instructed to 
take particular note of all rural mail 
boxes which do not appear to have 
l»een painted within the past one or 
two years, if old boxes—or within 
tin* past five or six years, if new gal­ 
vanized boxes—making a memoran­ 
dum of the names of the box owners; 
they are furthermore directed to po­ 
lite,y request the owner in writing 
to paint the box and post in accord­ 
ance with the above instructions and 
to neatly -teneil or paint his name 
on tin* siil«**, of the box. It is believed 
that this request in the large m ajor­ 
ity of cases will have the desired re­ 
sult. 
it mud l>e distinctly understood 
that the department will not permit 
the withdrawal of service from a 
rural mail box which the owner re­ 
fuses to paint so long as the 
box 
remains weatherproof and a lit re­ 
ceptacle for mail. However, it is l»e- 
licved that the cooperation in this 
<*ndeavor of all patrons 
of 
rural 
routes throughout the country can be 
secured through postmasters and the 
appearance of the lioxes materially 
improved. Your interest is solicited, 
and a special rcjiort from you as to 
the results obtained will he 
apprec­ 
iated.

BOXES BE PAINTED 


Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gener- 


al Addresses Postmasters on The 


Subject 


STATEMENT IN BULLETIN 


Believes Polite Request That Patrw 


Paint His Box Where Needed 


Will Get Results 


Co-operation of postmasters and 


rural mail patrons, to. get mail box- 
es painted and properly marked is 
asked in a statement to postmasters 
by II. K. Nichol, a-cting fourth as- 
sistant posmaster general, published 
in the rurrrcnt issue of the Postal- 
Bulletin, which is received at 
the 


Kushville postofnee. 


The fourth assistant expresses the 


belief that 
former patrons of 
the 


postolliee will gladly acquiesce 'if., 
they are politely requested by the 
postmaster to paint their boxes and 
stencil on them the names of heads 
of families receiving mail. 


The statement pointed out, how- 


ever, that the department will 
hot 


permit the withdrawal of mail for 
failure to paint a box so long as it 
is weatherproof and a fit receptacle 
for mail. Mr. Nit-hoi's request 
is 


worded as follows: 


The special attention of postmas- 


ters at cilices where rural delivery 
routes are in operation is invited to 
the need for improving the^appear- 
ance of mail boxes on these routes. 
Tlie.se boxes at the present time, as' 
a rule, present a very unsatisfactory 
appearance due to the fact that the 
galvanised or aluminum finish has 
worn oft' on account of exposure to 
the elements to su-eh a-n extent that 
the 'base metal/has been exposed and 
in many cases has rusted. It is the 
purpose of the department to im- 
prove the genera! appearance of rur- 
al mail 'boxes throughout the coun- 
try, so that they may be - a credit" 
not on'ly to the Postal Service but to, 
the community through which 
the 


rural delivery route operates. 


It is desirable that the boxes be 


painted white with the name of the 
head of family or families receiving 
mail in the box painted 
on both 


side? of the box in neat black letters 
1 inch in height; also that the paint- 
ing be done at least once, a year. It 
is requested also that the posts or 
n'pports to which the boxes are at- 
tached be painted white. This will 
improve not only the appearance of' 
the boxes, but will add materially "to 
the life of the boxes and posts.

ASKS RURAL MAIL 


BOXES BE PAINTED 


Continued from Face On* 


Postmasters at the time of making 


the regular semiannual inspection of 
rural-delivery routes at their olJk-e, 
during the month of 
April, 1923, 


and at the time of subsequent semi- 
annual inspections, are instructed to 
take particular note of all rural mail 
•taxes which do not appear to have 
Ijcen painted within the past one or 
two years, if old boxes—or within 
the .past five or six years, if new gal- 
vanized boxes—making a memoran- 
dum of the names of the box owners; 
they are furthermore directed to po- 
litt'ly request the owner in writing 
to paint the box and post in accord- 
ance with the akove instructions and 
to neatly stencil or paint his name 
on the sides of the box. It is believed 
Uiat this request in the large major- 
ity of cases will have the desired re- 
r-ult. 


It must be distinctly understood 


that the department will not permit 
the withdrawal of service from a 
rural mail box which the owner re- 
fuses to paint so long as the 
box, 


remains weather-proof and a fit re- 
ceptacle for mail. However, it is be- 
lieved that the cooperation in this 
endeavor of all patrons of 
rural 


routes throughout the country can be 
secured through postmasters and the 
appearance of the boxes materially 
improved. Your'interest is solicited, 
and a special report from you as to 
the results obtained will be apprec- 
iated.

REELSVILLE CUTOFF OPEN TO 


TRAFFIC, ROAD BULLETIN SAYS 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 18. — 


The Reelesville cut—off on the Na- 
tional load west of Indianapolis is 
completed and open to traffic. New 
Pavement on the same road will be 
finished east of Mt. Meridian about 
September 1, when 'the National road 
will be open all the way between the 
Hoosier Capitol and 
Terre Haute, 


John D. Williams, director of the 
state highway department, announc- 
ed in the commission's weekly traf- 
fic bulletin today. 


Mr. Williams says that mainten- 


ance forces now are engaged in 
building up the shoulders along the. 
new pavement and resurfacing the 
Putnamvilte gap which is fb be re- 
placed with an 
overhead 
grade 


crossing, and that in the course of 
the next few days the road will be 
in splendid condition to handle the 
winter and spring traffic. 


The bulletin points out that Road 


33 will be closed for two or three 
weeks at a -point 6-miles east of 
Crawfordsville, account of grading 
and bridge repair work. East bound 
traffic will detour 1-mile north at 6- 
miles east of Crawfordsville, thence 
north to Shannondale and back to 
the state road. This detour is now 
marked. 
The detour in force for 


several weeks at Putnamville on 
State Road 32 account of bridge re- 
pair has been removed.
